The teacher tenure law of the 
state allows Miller 30 days in which 
to petition the state superintendent 
for an appeal.

I t was found th a t 1.089 own or 
are buying their farms, 812 are ren t­ 
ing farm s, and 7,718 are partners 
with their fathers. Some of this 
group are working on a share basis 
definite allowance of the farm in ­ 
come, and still others are continu­ 
ing home projects which were start­ 
ed during their high school course.

m anagers; 
3,619 
are 
working on farm s for wages; 2,051 
have gone In occupation related to 
farm ing, such as the farm equip­ 
m ent business, and selling seed and 
fertilizer; 387 have continued their 
agricultural education in agricultural 
colleges; 7,551 have gone into non­ 
farm ing occupations. 
The survey revealed th a t approxi 
m ately 70 per cent of the farm boys 
who have studied vocation agri­ 
culture go into the occupation, pf 
farm ing.

“Marigolds,

.fall, have been so much improved 
in recent'years that they are, to­ 
day, America’s l e a d i n g garden 
flower. 
With or Without Odor 
“There 
are now 
marigolds of 
many forms, shapes, sizes, colors 
and plant habits, with or without 
odor, whichever you prefer. 
“Some resemble carnations, other 
chrysanthemums, still others peo­ 
nies. 
One reminds you of Rud- 
beckia Golden Glow. 
“Then there are hybrid marigolds 
which begin to bloom eight or nine 
weeks from seed and continue to 
bloom without Interruption until 
killed by frost. 
“Following a close second to mari­ 
golds are the lovely, popular zinnias, 
whose wide variety of flower forms, 
flower sizes and plant habits make 
them excellent material for both 
cutting and garden purposes. They 
have a long period of bloom and 
give continuous showing from early 
summer until frost, 
“Petunias come in a wide variety 
of flower forms, colors and color 
combinations as well as plant habits.

Here’s a Tip on 
Watering Trees 


In most regions of the United 
States it is a problem to get water 
down to the roots of trees and plants 
during a protracted dry spell. 
George H. Pring of the Missouri 
Botanical Garden says that the best 
method to overcome this difficulty is 
to use a water lance or needle, for 
use around trees and shrubs where 
a stream of water can be forced to 
permeate the soil for several feet. 
These can be purchased at seed and 
hardware stores, or a man handy 
with tools may make one. 
Pring also recommends the new 
type canvas hose as an aid in irri­ 
gating lawns. 
The hose is porous 
for its entire length and is plugged 
at one end. Left over night at the 
top of a slope, or laying full length 
along a flower garden border, the 
slow seepage of water soaks the 
ground economically and thoroughly, 
Pring informs.

Governor Approves 
House Resolution 
for Adjustment

Harrisburg,

7 — County 
Saks of property for delinquent 
taxes were halted in Pennsylvania 
today, at least until August I, by 
Governor James approval of a reso­ 
lution adopted by the 
house 
and 
senate. 
The resolution pledged the gen­ 
eral assembly to enact “suitable” 
legislation to validate its action lat­ 
er in the current session.

ENJOYMENT 
I IFE certainly* can be made a most 
uninteresting affair by merely 
refusing to enjoy anything. En­ 
joyment is a matter of choice and 
selection. There are those who best 
enjoy being alone, or locked up 
within themselves. Others are never 
happy excepting in enjoyment where 
it is shared. 
Robert Lynd, the English writer 
and critic, writes of Dr. Johnson 
that ‘he found a childish enjoy­ 
ment in enjoying the enjoyments of 
other people.” The good Doctor him ­ 
self was sheathed in enjoyment, and 
liked to pass it on to others, and if 
they weren't very receptive, in the 
words of Garrick, the actor, he 
‘‘gives you a forcible hug and shakes 
laughter out of you whether you 
will or no.” 
Enjoyment, though a most natural 
inheritance, must take 
to itself 
somewhat the character of an art, 
for so few attain its superior form, 
or even attem pt its accomplishment. 
Too many people refuse to take 
time to have fun. Few ever take 
the time to partake of "the honey 
of complete happiness.” 
The best worker, always, is that 
one who gets the most enjoyment 
out of what he does. 
Enjoyment 
stimulates. That is why it is a good 
plan to relax at a theatre, concert, 
or instructive talk. There is great 
enjoyment to be gained in travel, 
because there is something new ap­ 
pearing all the time. 
There is enjoyment to be gained 
from books—great enjoyment. Once 
the habit is formed, it is amazing 
how* hours pass— so enticing and 
inspiring are words when put into 
stories, adventures, and the history 
of the past! We can go back for 
thousands of years and live brief 
periods among a score or more of 
peoples, and enjoy wiyi them their 
customs, ideas, and way of life, even 
though it may not be our way. It 
is always both interesting and in­ 
structive to know how other people 
and other nations get on. strive and 
live. 
That one who does not get fun 
and enjoyment out of every day In 
which he lives, needs to reorganize 
his life. And the sooner the better, 
for pure enjoyment throughout life 
has more to do with ones happi­ 
ness and efficiency than almost any 
other sihgle element.

Would Investigate Hague 
Tobey, in his reports, asked a con­ 
gressional investigation of Mayor 
Frank Hague of Jersey City, N. J., 
powerful democratic leader; charged
